As per claim 1 (and 7), Applicant asserts: "Applicants maintain that even if one substitutes the messages of the Bluetooth that 
allegedly correspond to the claimed first authentication request message, predetermined message, and authentication response 
message, respectively, as recited in claim 1, the specific recitations set forth in claim 1 are still clearly not satisfied by Bluetooth". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner notes Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (c) because they do not 
clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the 
references cited or the objections made. Further, they do not show how the amendments avoid such references or objections. 
As per claim 1 (and 7), 

Applicant further asserts: "The Examiner is apparently utilizing impermissible hindsight reasoning, as the Examiner appears to be 
picking and choosing different portions of the applied reference to satisfy the specific features set forth in claim 1". Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Examiner notes, in response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper 
hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the 
claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is 
proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971).. 
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
